Tn exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Triusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of Trustees of the Port of Paradip hereby 
makes subject to the approval of the Central Govt, under section 124 of the 
above Act, the following Regulations to amend the Paradip Port Trust (Recruit¬ 
ment of Heads of Department) Regulations namely :— 

1, These regulations may be called the Paradip Port Trust (Recruitment of 
Heads of Department) (Amendment) Regulations, 1994. 

2. They shall come into effect from the date of publication in the Official 
Gazette.

(Management Services) or equivalent and above with 5 years regular service in 
the grade.”
